The State Government owns $31,- 
» 796,000 worth of land, exclusive of 
State school lands held for disposi- 


tion by the Surveyor General, accord- 
ing’to an announcement by the De- 
partment of Finance. The State owns 
76,085 acres outright and leases 6,023 
acres in addition. The unive rsity of 


California with 22,337 acres, is the 
leading land holder among State 
agencies. 


Due to what apparently is real com- 
petition among the tire companies, 
the State of California will save ap- 
proximately $40,000 this year on her 
tire purchases as a result of favor- 
able contracts awarded by State Pur- 
chasing Agent W. G. MeMillin. 

Mining men of all Northern Cali- 
fornia counties expressed satisfaction 
a few days ago over the announce- 
ment of Fred Stevenot, director of 
naiural resources, that a branch of 
the State Mining Bureau would be 
established in Redding. All business 
of the mining division for Shasta, 
Trinity, Siskiyou and Modoc counties 
will be transacted through the new 
office and a permanent exhibit of ores 
will be installed. 

California’s apostles of accident pre- 
vention are somewhat concerned over 
the upward trend of industrial mis- 
haps in the Golden State, In the last 
four years these have increased from 


500 to 800 a day and are still on the, 


rise. “Consequently,” said Will J. 
French, State director of industrial 
relations, “it reasonably may be ex- 
pected that it will not be long until 
the dread 1,000-a-day mark will be 
reached, though such a figure is not 
a credit to a progessive State like the 
one in which we live.” 

Evidencing the large number of la- 
bor camps in various California indus- 
tries, the State Immigration and 
Housing Commission recently an- 
nounced that 1,994 of them were in- 
Spected by commission representatives 
during the last. The camps housed 
93,863 workers. 

Co-operation in working out a com- 
yrehensive, constructive plan for meet- 
ing needs of the adult blind was asked 
by the State government last week of 
all Californig agencies interested in 
the problem. Associations for the 
adult blind already have been formed 
in both Northern and Southern Cali- 
fornia. The State,is now conducting 
a survey to determine the number of 
California adult blifd in need* of in- 
dustrial training and of custodian 
care.

Free distribution of ampules 
containing nitrate of silver is respon- 
sible for the prevention of baby blind- 
ness, according to Dr. Edward F. 
Glaser, member of the State Board of 
Health. Instillation of this nitrate of 
silver solution into babies’ eyes at 
birth is enforced by the State board.

A complete survey of California’s 
unemployment problem is to be un- 
dertaken during the next few weeks 
by a special committee of citizens ap- 
pointed by Governor C. C. Young. The 
committee which the Governor is ex- 
pected to announce shortly will go 
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into all phases of the question, and 
will probably be composed of an equal 
number of northern California and 
Southern California residents.

On the other 
hand weather conditions were ideal 
for farm work and much plowing, 
preparation and seeding have been 
carried on. 

The asparagus crop of good quality 
which is now coming into the markets 
will apparently be larger than last 
year’s record harvest.

Lemon shipments are also running be- 
low last year—about 30% to March 3 
—and are bringing prices averaging 
33% above those in 1927. Deciduous 
fruits are blossoming well and to date 
give every indication of plentiful 
crops. 

Oi Average daily production of 
crude oil in California during the first 
whole week in March, ended March 
10, was 614,200 barrels, compared with 
614,750 during the four weeks ended 
February 25, and 645,800 barrels dur- 
ing the corresponding period a year 
ago. Heavy and refinable crude oilg 
in storage on the Pacific Coast, 90% 
of which is in California, totaled 115,- 
749,778 barrels on February 1, com- 
pared with 113,281,630 barrels a month 
ago, and 119,542,556 barrels a year ago. 
There have been no changes in crude 
oil prices in California since June 16, 
1927. The first production curtail- 
ment agreement between leading Cali- 
fornia oil companies was approved by 
the State Conservation Commission on 
March 7, aithough voluntary curtail- 
ment has been going on for some time 
in many California fields. Through 
this agreement it is hoped to bring 
oil production and consumption into 
substantial balance’ and to conserve 
approximately 80,000,000 cubie feet of 
gas daily, now being wasted in fields 
of the state. 

Livestock. Notwithstanding declin- 
ing pasturage due to the January-Feb- 
ruary drought, cattle were reported te 
be generally in good shape; their ave- 
erage condition on March 1 was 90% 
of normal compared with the 5-year 
average of 89.2%. Sheep are also in 
| better condition than the past 5-year 
average. Weather conditions have 
been excellent for lambing and a 
large crop of lambs 1s in prospect. 
Both cattle and sheep prices are hold- 
ing-up to their recent high levels; top 
steers were sold recently at $12.50 to 
| $13.25 in San Francisco, compared 
with $9.00 a year ago. 

Lumber. Lumber mills are reopen- 
ing after their annual overhaul shut- 
down and, while unfilled orders are 
Satisfactory in volume and domestic 
demand for lumber products seems to 
be increasing, there has been little im- 
provement in the price situation. Pro- 
duction of California white and sugar 
pine totaled 1,266,843,505 board. feet 
in 1927—14% below 1926; shipments 
totaled 1,356,828 083 board feet during 
the past year, about the same ag in 
1926, and indicating a 4% reduction of 
pine stocks on hand at the end of 1927. 
|Redwood production totaled 486,828,000 
board feet, 4% less than shipments for

Saw Mach Difference 
in Log Stractures 


Cabin and log house are synonymous 
to most persons today, but in the early 
days of Ohio, when such structures 
Were common for residence purposes, 
there was a nice distinction between 
thé two, it is brought out in the jour 
nal of Thaddeus Mason Harris, a 
preacher of Dorchester, Mass., who, in 
search of health, traveled in the sum 
ier of 1803 from his home to Mari- 
etta, Ohio, and published a record of 
his travels. He wrote: 

“The temporary buildings of the first 
settlers in the wilds are called cabins. 
They are built of unhewn logs, the in- 
terstices between which are stopped 
with rails, caulked with moss or straw, 
and daubed with mud. The roof is 
covered with a sort of thin staves split 
out of oak or ash, about four feet long 
and five inches wide, fastened ,on by 
heavy poles being laid on them. 

“If the logs are hewed; if the inter. 
stices be stopped with stone and neat- 
ly plastered, and the roof composed of 
shingles nicely laid on, it is called a 
log house. 

“A log house has glass windows 
and a chimney; a cabin has commonly 
no window at all and only a hole at 
the top for the smoke to escape.”’— 
Kansas City Times.

ARTICLE VI. 
Penalties. 

Section 29. Penalty. Any person 
violating any of the provisions of this 
ordinance, or any rule or regulation 
;made by the City Council or by the 
| Chief of Police pursuant thereto, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conyiction thereof, shall be pun- 
ished for the first offense by a fine 
| tot to exceed Fiity Dollars ($50), or 
by mprisonment for not more than 
five (5) days; for a second violation 
within a period of one (1) year by 
a fine not to exceed One Hundred 
Dollars ($100), or by imprisonment 
for not mgfe than ten (10) days, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment; 
for a third and each additional of- 
tense committed within one (1) year 
by a fine not exceeding Three Hund- 
ed Dollars ($300), or by imprison- 
ment for a period not to exceed three 
(3) months, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. 

Section 30. Disposition of Fines 
and Forfeitures. All fines or for- 
feitures collected upon conviction or 
upon the forfeiture of bail of any per- 
son charged with a violation of any 
of the provisions o: this ordinance 
shall be paid into the city treasyry 
and deposited in a special fund, which 
is hereby created, to be known as 
the “Street Improvement Fund.” 
There may be appropriated out of 
said fund such moneys as from time 
to time may be authorized by the 
City Council for the purchase .and 
maintenance of official traffic signs, 
signals, -lights, and paint marks 
necessary to designate the provisions 
of this ordinance, and the balance 
of said fund shall be used exclusively 
in the construction, maintenance and 
improvement of public streets within 
this city. : 

Section 31. Effect of Ordinance. 
If any section, sub-section, sentence, 
clause or phrase of this ordinance is 
for any reason held to be uncon- 
stitutional, such decision shall not af. 
fect the validity of the remaining por- 
tions of this ordinance. The City. 
Council hereby declares that it would 
have passed this ordinance and each 
section, sub-section, sentence, clause 
and. phrase thereof, irrespéctive of 
the fact that any one or more sect- 
ions, stub-sections, sentences clauses 
or phrases be~ declared unconstitu- 
tional, 7 

Section 32. This ordinance is an 
ordinance for the immediate preser- 
vation of the public peace, health and 
safety, and the facts constituting its 
urgency are declared to be as fol- 
lows; the City’ of Menlo Park, having 
recently been incorporated, has no 
ordinance regulating traffic upon the 
public streets of said city; that the 
immediate regulation of Said traffic is 
necessary to the public peace, health 
and safety of said citiy; wherefote 
this ordinance shall be of full force 
and effect immediately: from and af- 
ter the date of its fina] Passage. 

Section 33. The City of Menlo 
Park at the time of the passage of 
this ordinance, having been incorpo- 
tated for a period of less than one 
year, this ordinance shall be posted 
in three public places in said citiy as 
by law in. such case™ provided, and 
the elerk of said city is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to post the 
Same accordingly,
